Boulton, and the lntier’s wife 
took to the woods and are in 
hiding. Eight shots were fired by 
Robinson Boulton at the brothers, 
five of which took effect. William 
Smith and John Elliott, who wit- 
ncssecd the quarrel, state that George 
11. Doulton and his wife and Robinson 
lloulton were at rayed against tlieir 
brothers. David and Walter, in a dis- 
pute about crops, when George gave 
Robinson a revolver and told him to 
kill the brothers. Robinson at once 
began to shoot at David, the 
third shot killing him instantly. Menu- 
while. Walter fled on foot. As soon 
as the assailant saw the effect- of his 
work upon the elder brother, he re 
loaded his revolver, mounted a horse, 
and pursued the fleeing brother, over- 
took him and began firing, four or 
I five shot taking effect. Robinson and 
J George Doulton and w ife then hitched 
vi 1 1 a team and drove rapidly from the 
- scene. The Boultons have a brother, 
William Doulton. at Fulton, Ky. This 
makes the seventh murder at Weer in 
I the last 26 months.

LITTLE BOBS AND THE BOERS

London, June 29. — A blue book has 
been issued giving the correspond- 
ence between T.ord Roberts and the 
Boer authorities on the subject of the 
destruction of property. Its con- 
tents are generally known. 

The presidents of the Transvaal 
and Orange Free State, February 3, 
1900, protested against “the destruc- 
tion and devastation of farms by bur- 
barians. encouraged by British offic- 
ers and by white brignnds, contrary 
to the usunges of war.” Later Gen- 
erals Botha and DeWet made similar 
complaints of the “Godless barbari- 
ties and ntrocites of the British und 
their robber patrols.” 

Lord Roberts replied in a similar 
vein to all the protests, declaring that 
the burning of farm buildings was 
necessitated by treacherous shooting 
of the British from furmhouses and 
the wrecking of trains, and accusing 
the Boers of wanton destruction and 
guerilln tactics, which he was com- 
pelled to repress by exceptional meas- 
ures always employed by civilized na- 
tions in like circumstunces. 

AN EAST INDIA BLUE BOOK. 



It Gives Some Fearful Famine and 
1‘luuue Statistics for Ilrll- 
ish Headers. 

London, June 2.9 — A blue book on 
India, just issued, shows that £ 18,- 
390,000 was expended for the relief 
of famine sufferers during the year 
1899-1900. 

The mortality from the plague for 
the five years ending March 1901 was 
nearly 600,000. 

The census completed in March, 
l#ul, shows that the increase in pop- 
ulation during the past ten years was 
only 5,000,000 to 6,000,000,000 instead 
of the normal 19,000,000,000. The loss 
represents deaths from famine and 
the deaths in consequence of the 
famine.

Frank Sullivan 
Smith, the receiver, said that in nil 
prolmbillty no schedule could be filec 
or any statement made for several 
days yet. 

Mr. Smith declined to make nn c*ti 
mate of the nssets and liabilities of 
the firm, saying that he wns not yet 
in u position to do so. When asked 
in regard to a report to the effect 
that the liabilities would reach $$,- 
000,000, lie said that lie did not be- 
lieve they would come anywhere neat 
such a figure. 

"As far as the loans of the firm art 
concerned,*' sain Mr. Smith," the cred- 
itors arc protected by the best kind 
of securities. The sicurities of the 
firm oil those accounts nrc much bet- 
ter than 1 expected. They could all 
lie realized on without loss to-mor- 
row. should the creditors so desire.' 

"Will the firm bu able to pay dol 
lar for dollar?' Mr. Smith was asked 
"I can not. say," was the reply 
"While the securities of the firm nr< 
splendid. I do not vet know how tht 
firm’s account with the stock exchange 
stands. We have not come to that 
yet." 

BOERS AT BERMUDA. 

A British Transport With Atmos, 
Out- Thoiisnml lloer Prisoners 
Arrives nt Berniutln. 

Hamilton, Bermuda, June 29. — The 
I British transport Armenian, which 
arrived in these waters yesterday, 
brought 930 Boor prisoners. She an- 
rho red in the sound, hulf a mile west 
of Darrel's island. The gunboati 
Medway and Medina, as pu:\rdships 
are unchorcd on either side of tht 
transport. 

Crowds of people in boats sailed 
around the transport yesterday. Only 
government officials are allowed on 
board. The Boers, from bearded inon 
of 70 to youths of 17. swarmed on the 
forward (leek, laughed and lifted or 
waved their hats to the passersby. 
Several of the prisoners inquired 
eagerly for fruit, tobacco nnd grog. 
They say they have no cause to com- 
plain of their treatment. 

The sound is alive with craft car- 
rying stores nnd worketnen to the is- 
lands, where the comps are being pre- 
pared to receive the Boers. 

A TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE. 

Provost Marshal Davis' Opinion ol 
the Acquittal of Harold M, 

Pitt at Manllu. 

Manila, June 29. — The military 
court, composed of volunteer officers, 
which, June 20, acquitted Harold M. 
Pitt, manager of Evans & Co., gov- 
ernment contractors, on charges of 
improperly purchasing government 
stores, which verdict Provost Murshal 
Davis ordered to be reconsidered, has 
reiterated its acquittul of Pitt. The 
latter’s ignorance of tlie luw and the 
uncertain testimony of Capt. Barrows 
were given as reasons for Pitt’s non- 
conviction. The volunteer officers who 
composed the court which tried Pitt 
completed tlieii service June 30. 

Gen. Davis, who, when he ordered 
a reconsideration of the first verdict, 
considered that Pitt was convicted on 
his own admission, now character- 
izes the verdict ar u travesty of jus- 
tice.

The Suffrage nn*l Fleeiiun Article off 
Ihe Proposed Xevv Constitution 
ol V In l,n mi, Suliinllled. 



Montgomery, Aiu., June 29. — The 
suffrage and elections article of tho 
proposed new constitution was sub- 
mitted to the constitutional conven- 
tion. Following are tlie most impor- 
tant sections: 

Section 2. To entitle a citizen to vote at 
any election he shall have risalil'-il In the 
slute at least two years, In the county 
ono year, n ml III the precinct or want at 
h ast three months tinineiliuti ly preceding 
the i-lectton at which ho offers to vole, 
uiiil he shall be duly registered as an elec- 
tor, unit shall have paid all poll taxes duo 
him for th • year 1901, ami for each suo- 
Hcuut'iii year. 

section 3. Provides that the general 
assembly shall provMti fur county boards 
of registration after January, 19oJ. Until 
then the hoards are to he appointed hy 
the governor, auditor and commissioner 
of agriculture and Industries, and are to 
consist of three citizens. 

Section 4. The Ii Hew ing male citizens 
of this stale who are citizens of the Unit- 
ed Htutes. 21 liars old or upwards, and 
who are not dlsqualUled under Section 7 
of this article, shall, upon application, 
tie entitled to register as electors (dur- 
ing Ill'l l prior to the first day of Janu

Indianapolis. Ind., June 29. — Judge 
William A. Woods, of the United 
States circuit court, died suddenly 
Friday night while lying abed in his 
apartments nt the Delano hotel.

Our suspicions were quickly roused. 
We craned our necks and watched in 
silence. We had only n minute to wait 
before a big bunch of horses, going at 
n swift trot, broke cover of the point.

Once 
through that difllcult gap, they would 
hustle the herd into the fastnesses of 
Owl Creek mountains, break it up into 
small bunches and get away with the 
horses at Iheir leisure. 

Ford and I did not say this to each 
other — we did not need to do so. We 
slipped off the fence presently, and 



after we should get the herd going, 
and in a certain length of time to take 
her flight back over the trail by which 
we lmd come.

AST Kourfh of 
July the weather 
came on cool und 
beautiful in our 
mountains. Hut 
1 here were three people tit Hlack Hock 
llor.ie ranch who were anything but 
cool. In fact, Ferd, Florence and 1 
were as “hot" as we could well become 
— hot with impatience and disgust. 

For more than four weeks we lmd 
been preparing for u celebration, u 
picnic at our cottonwood grove, with 
u 11 the family and all our neighbors 
along Hlack Kook creek to join in mak- 
ing a great day. Ferd, who had bor- 
rowed some volumes of the Congres- 
sional Record from some local poli- 
tician, had written a short address, 
uml Florence had practiced diligently 
some patriotic songs. Moreover, we 
had expended $8 for fireworks, of a 
magnitude worthy of the largest at- 
tainable crowd. 

Our discomfiture may be imagined 
when I say that father, mother nnd 
the younger children hud failed in a 
promised return from their visit at 
Green ltiver, und t hat, just two days 
before the Fourth, report hud reached 
Vluck Hock Valley of a “monster cele- 
bration" which was to be held at 
Lander, and to which every mother's 
son and daughter in our neighborhood 
had stampeded.

We 
knew of an old btiffulo and cattle trail 
a half-mile distant, leading up to the 
head of Hlack Hock, und round the 
slopes of several lununtuius into the 
north gap of Two-owe-tee. This trull 
we took. 

“We'll plnnt ourselves in front of 
that herd in the gap," said Ferd, "and 
there we'll have our celebration.

’em over that crowd and get away in 
the dust and racket." 

The very probable event of a fight 
against odds, however, kept us feeling 
pretty sober.

scats, however, as our ponies were 
gun-broken to tiring from the saddle, 
and would not shy even at cannon- 
shot*.

The foremost horses of the herd 
were soon close at hand. Of course the 
dust they raised completely hid us 
from view of the rustlers in theirrear.

cut nnd guard the pass until the stock- 
men should begin to come in from 
Lander. It waa only through the gap 
of Two-owe-tee that the rustlers could 
hope to run stock off our range. 

Dust hung heavily in the gap, and in 
order to dodge the rustlers, if possible, 
we rode hack down the creek channel, 
which held only here and there pools 
of water. 

Hut luck turned against us just ns 
w e had reached a point nearly opposite 
the mouth of the cut. While riding 
across a fiat where the ditch wus ex- 
tremely shallow, we sighted four 
horsemen scouting cautiously, evi- 
dently trying to discover ihe cause of 
the tremendous jacket which had 
turned the stock.

HEAT RECORD BROKEN. 



Many Prostration* In Chicago anti Mrw 
York Sru'rr ou Chlltlrau at f’lttaburg. 

Washington, June 30. — Reports to 
the weather bureau from points 
throughout the hot wave show re- 
markably high temperatures generally 
with little or no rainfall, and but poor 
prospects for any substantial relief in 
the next forty-eight hours in the east- 
ern part of the country. In the South 
Atlantic and Middle and East Gulf 
States there were local rains and 
thunderstorms today and in the ex- 
treme northwest cooler weather came 
from local showers. 

High temperature continued today in 
all districts east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. At New York, the maximum 98 
degrees broke the record there for 
June and at Philadelphia, the maxi- 
mum 98 equalled the highest tempera- 
ture previously recorded there. 

Some of the high temperatures re- 
ported at the bureau were the follow- 
ing: Atlantic City, 94; Boston. 92; 

Chicago, 97; Cincinnati. 96; Daven- 
port. Iowa. 98; Denver. 94: lies Moines, 
96; Indianapolis, 94; Jacksonville, 94; 
Kansas City. 98: Little Rock. 90; Mar- 
quette. Mich.. 96; Memphis. Tenn., 90; 
New Orleans, 91; North Platte, 92; 
Omaha. 98; Pittsburg. 94; St. Paul. 90; 
Springfield, 111.. 98: Vicksburg. 90; 

Washington. I). C., 98; St. Louis. 100. 
Washington was Intensely hot today.

In addition to this many 
children have succumbed, as is evi- 
denced by the burial permits Issued. 
In the past eighteen hours fifty-nine 
permits have been Issued, three- 
fourths of whlrli were for children 
under 4 years of ugu. The normal 
death rate is 16.

Chicago. Juno 3D. — The heat in Chi- 
cago today breaks all records for 
June since 1872. For three hours tho 
government thermometer in the 
weather bureau, nt the top of the Audi- 
torium tower, registered 97. In many 
places in tho street it was 104 and Ju6. 
A northwest breeze brought some re- 
lief after nightfall, but at 11 o'clock 
the mercury was again soaring around 
90. There was Intense suffering 
throughout the city, especially in the 
poorer districts, and the police ambu- 
lances were kept busy picking up vic- 
tims who had succumbed to the heat. 
No fatalities were reported, hut several 
of those who were prostrated are in a 
serious condition. Forecaster Cox 
says it will he hotter tomorrow.

Washington, June 30. — The value of 
merchandise, gold and silver. Imported 
tnto the Philippine Islands during 1900 
was J27.765.1U0, tho greatest importa- 
tion in the history of the archipelago. 
In 1899 the importations amounted to 
120,440,074, thus showing an Increase 
of nearly 36 per cent. The British 
consul at Manila estimates that the im- 
ports into the Philippine Islands for 
1895 were $7,916,600; for 1896, $9,292,- 
500 and for 1897, $9,120 000. 

During the five years 1887-1891, the 
average annual value of imports from 
the United Stutes amounted to $120.- 
662; during tht five years 1892* 
1690 the average annual imports 
amounted to $136,228; in 1899 the im- 
ports were $1,357,834 and iu 1900 $2,- 
153,198. 

The lotal Imports from China and 
Hongkong for 1900 umounted to |9>- 
536.448 and for 1899, $9,081,6::.*.. It 
bus been shown asregardsthe statistics 
of imports into the islands from tho 
United States t lint they do not include 
a large amount of merchandise that 
Is imported Indirectly. Including such 
staples as wheat. Hour, meat products, 
cotton manufactures and many other 
articles. A large proportion of this 
trade Is recorded us imports from 
Hongkong, which are undoubtrdlv re- 
exported from that port to the Mauds. 

The Imports from the United States 
direct for 190(1 show an increase of 
$801,341 over those of 1899, while tho 
imports from Hongkong In l!*oo show 
a material decrease from tho estimated 
figures of 1899. 

This would indicate that as the .hip- 
ping facilities in Manila harbor urn 
I being improved direct shipments to 
Manila are increasing. 

The imports Into the Philippines 
front the United States direct In 19o<) 
show an Increase over 1899 of .*.!• per 
cent; from t lie United Kingdom 72 
I per cent; from Germany 77 pur cent; 
front France 235 per cent. 

Tho imports from Spain in 1900 
| show a decrease from those 1 s:*'.* of 26 
per cent. 

The total value of merchandise, gold 
and silver, exported from the Philip- 
pines during the ealunder year 1901) 
amounted to $26.731462. against $19,- 
273.288 for 1899 and an average from 
1880 to 1894 of $20,526,961. 

The exports to the United States de- 
creased from $4,04u,255 in 18'jy to $2,- 
968,881 in 1900. 



Nineteen Death* at New York. 

New York. June 30. — The relief from 
the killing heat of the last week which 
was promised today in the way of 
thunderstorms did not materialize. In- 
stead the temperature increased, there 
was less breeze than the day before 
and the little air that did stir was sur- 
charged with heat. There was scarce- 
ly a cloud all day to shield the city 
from the sun. 

There was an increase in t lie fatali- 
ties reported over yesterday though 
the number of prostrations was not 
large. Up to midnight tonight 19 
deaths hud been recorded and 20 pros- 
tratlons. The dead of yesterday num 
bered 11. Today's maximum was 98. 



VOLUNTEER ARMY IS NO MORE 



La*t of the Regiment* Mii»tereil Out— M»j-- 
lien. Shatter Retired. 

San Francisco June 30. — Two im- 
portant military events occurred at the 
Uresidio today, the retirement of Maj. 
Gen. W. R. Shafter and the mustering 
out of four volunteer regiments. Gen. 
Shafter went on the retired list at 
noon, when he formally transferred the 
command of the department of Cali- 
fornia to Gen. S. U. M. Young. In the 
afternoon the Forty-fourth. Forty- 
ninth. Forty-eighth, and Thirty-eighth 
volunteer regiments were mustered 
out. The mustering out of the four 
regiments required the services of eight 
paymasters. Over one million dollars 
was disbursed. The money was taken 
from the subtreasury to the Presidio 
in eight wagons, each under the charge 
of a paymaster and his clerk. Forty- 
five artillerymen, mounted and armed, 
escorted the treasurer and pay corps 
to the reservation. In order to protect 
the soldiers on the grounds from 
grafters with their swindling devices 
one hundred men of Troop E. Fifteenth 
cavalry, were stationed around the 
reservation. Two of the regiments 
mustered out, the Thirty-eighth and 
Forty-ninth, were colored and the men 
had between three and four months' 
pay due them. As soon as the volun- 
teers had been mustered out they 
rushed to the railroad ticket offices for 
transportation to their Eastern homes. 
Both the Santa Fe apd Southern Paci- 
fic ticket offices put on extra forces of 
clerks. The ticket offices were crowd- 
ed until late In the night with soldiers 
buying tickets. Nearly 4,000 tickets 
were issued. 

There yet remain three volunteer 
regiments to be discharged, the Forty- 
third, Forty-seventh and Forty-first. 
They will be paid off tomorrow. The 
volunteer army will then have pussed 
into history. 



Shake-Up In Senbotirtl Shop*. 

Charlotte, N. C., June 30. — A special 
from Abbeville, S. C., says: By order of 
General Manager Barr, about forty 
workmen at the Seaboard shops here 
were discharged yesterday. The office 
of Master Mechanic Evans was abol- 
ished. The men discharged were 
carpenters, tinners, blacksmiths, wip- 
ers, etc. Three holier makers Joined 
the strikers. The thirteen non-union 
men brought here by the company 
some time ago have left. Ernest Stump 
who was at -ana time roaster mechanU 
here, will be general master mechanic.

The end of the seven years' struggle 
for independence brought with it a 
desire to grow, and then began the 
national expansion that has carried 
the Fourth of July all around the 
world, and made its significance known 
10 many people speaking many lan- 
guages. 

Men who had served the struggling 
provisional government of the col- 
onies in the ranks of the patriotic army 
returned to their homes only to fiud 
them burned aud destroyed either by 
the British or their faithful allies the 
Indians. With the same courage they 
had shown upon the field of buttle 
they moved westward into t He un- 
known wilderness to begin life anew. 
By the time Gen. Washington had beeu 
chosen president for a second term 
western Pennsylvania was figuring in 
the nation’s history and Independence 
day was being celebrated along the 
Ohio river. 

Gradually the venturesome settlers 
worked their way still further west- 
ward. Ohio was invaded and crossed, 
and before the patriotic Washington 
had closed his public career and re- 
tired to private life at Mount Ver- 
non Tennessee was celebrating the 
notion’s natal day as a state in the 
federal union. For years after the 
admission of Tennessee as a state the 
American ship Columbia carried old 
glory on its first trip around the 
world, nnd with it went the story of 
the Declaration of Independence.

It is therefore ordered by the 
court t hat each of said precincts 
be divided into two voting pre- 
cincts each, ns follows: 1st. Mari- 
on No. 4; but in order to mnke 
proper division of same it is first 
ordered that the line between Ma- 
rion No. 3 and Marion No. 4 lie so 
changed as to run where it origi- 
nally ran, to-wit: Beginning in 
the town of Marion, on Main street 
thence east with Bellvillo street;
